To the failure to do this is to be attrib- 
uted much of the disrelish for this excel- 
lent article of food for which Americans 
are proverbial. A witty epicure once 
called a dinner party that did not begin 
with soup of any kind, “‘an acephalous 
feast.’ It lacked a head in his eyes. 

If we knew how to make better soups 
and practiced what we knew, they would 
soon become as essential a part of our 
daily fare’ as they are in other civilized 
countries. So much of what passes in 
private houses and in country hotels as 
soup is little better than seasoned dish- 
water that the aforesaid disrelish is 
abundantly explained, How well we rec~ 
ollect the wretched travesties of the real 
thing, and how rebellious is the educated 
diaphragm in the memory! Watery, 
mottled with big globules of grease, with 
a@ thin residuum of rice or barley, or, 
perchance, of peas and cubes of carrots, 
that give it a local habitation and @ 
mame among edibles, what wonder it 
those whose acquaintance with the soup 
tribe is based upon the “dishwater” de- 
cline further association? 

A burly, well-to-do farmer who sat op- 
posite to me at # momtain’ hote) some 
years ago voiced the sentiments of his 
class upon this subject: 

“Soup, sir?” said the glib waitress in 
his ear.

Or you may wet the spots, rubbing into 
them all the cream of tartar that they 
will take up and holding the stains taut 
in the steam of a fast boiling kettle, Do 
this three minutes, rinse and lay in 
the sun all day, wetting hourly with 

ream of tartar dissolved in hot water.

Drain the chopped vegetables; add therm 
to the meat_and bones, cover deep with 
cold water d put over, the fire. A gal- 
lon of water is none too much for the 
quantities of meat and bones of which I 
have spoken. Cover the pot closely and 
set where it will not reach the boiling 
point under an hour, et will be heat- 
ng steadily. After it begins to simmer 
and sing hold the heat steady, still, for 
another hour.

To 
boil soup stock fast and hard is to ruin 
it.

Should you wish to have & clear 
soup, dip out a pint or 80 of the jellied 
stock and bring it quickly to a boil. 
Strain through a cheesecloth and return 
to the fire. As soon 48 it Holls up again 
add the beaten white of an ess; cook 
slowly five minutes and strain out the 
albumen, which will take with it all the 
impurities of the liquid. Strain this time 
without squeezing. Add a glass of 
sherry ana tne juice of half a temon, 
with a tablespoonful of caramel to 
deepen the color and mellow the flavor. 
Serve a8 a em age | soup. 

At the risk of losing ground in the 
respect of epicure and Philistine, I con- 
fess frankly to a preference for broths 
and family thick sovpe and gen above 
what are characterized as have called 
them just now—‘‘company soups.’

When I eat drawn butter and gravies 
or soups (so-called) in which the taste 
of raw flour overcomes other flavor:,*1 
incline to his opinion. After divers yn- 
successful attempts to drill a cook in 
the simple art of making Scotch broth, 
ing as a base the liquor in which 
mifton had been cooked, I took advan- 
tage of her temporary indisposition one 
day to finish the preparation of our fa- 
vorite “potage.”” She had it all ready, 
except the final thickening and boil- 
up. I put 4 good tablespoonful of but- 
ter into a frying pan, stirred into it as it 
heated the like quantity of flour, and 
when they were @ emooth, bubbling 
paste, poured in a cupful of hot milk. 
A tablespoonful of minced parsley and 
@ teaspoonful of ‘onion juice went in 
next. All boiled up once, the epoon at 
work all the time, and the result was 
mixed with the soup awaiting the final 


touches. 

The broth was eaten delightedly by 
the family, who had known it in the old 
country. 

“The genuine article!’ was the verdict. 

“However did you make it 80 differ- 
ent?” asked the invalid, to whom the 
waitress carried a plate of the broth.

The Roux 


Have the frying pan perfectly clean 
and put into it a great spoonful of but- 
ter. As soon as it begins to smoke 
stir in carefully a scant spoonful of 
sifted flour and keep stirring until you 
have a heaving mass of creamy white, 
as light as a meringue, The soup vr 
gravy should be ready to receive it, 

For brown ragouts or gravies, the 
flour should be browned before it goes 
into the hot butter. 


Mock Turtle Soup 


Exsteemed by some good judges as the 
“king of soups,” this naturally has a 
ecalf’s head as a ‘‘motif.” It is savory, 
unctuous and goodly to behold. I am not 
the only critic of its merits who rates it 
as far more delicious than the green 
turtle which it “‘mocks.”
